The 
stream is very deep, and a large percentage 
always succeeds in gesting into the breeding 
grounds in safety. ben saimon are running 
up a river they are constantly on the lookout 
for small streams in which to spawn. Also, 
where the current is very swift they are un- 
able to make headway in the ceater of the 
stream, and consequentiy seek the more 
quiet water near the ank. these 
two instincts the inventor of the fish wheel 
took a mean advantage. At the Cascades, for 
instance, where the water is very swift, he 
sete hie wheel. Here come the fish, b ing 
the bank by thousand black fellows, 
from two to four feet long, heading resolutely 
up stream. Nothing can turn them back- 
ward. That wonderfal instinct of nature 
which insurea the preservation of species is 
nowhere better developed than in saimon. 
But in this instance i 
their destruction.

Atthetop the velocity throws the fish 
violently upon the platform, from which he 
shoots down the flume to a great tank on the 
shore. Here come the fish, crowding each 
other forward to that busy wheel. None can 
go under nor to one side. None will go back. 
And once a school starts for a wheel, the 
owner can consider that he has a title deed to 
the whole lot. 

One wheel will run a cannery. Day and 
night, while the run lasts, they come flying 
to the wheel and shooting down the flume in 
a continuous stream. Fortunately there are 
but few places on the river where the wheels 
can be worked with this result. Where the 
fish can keep in the middle of the river few 
can be caughtin this way. But the men who 
control these points are making fortunes. As 
it is,salmon are rapidly disappearing from the 
Columbia. Many canneries are idle this sea - 
son, and the fishermen’s price per fish is rais- 
ing each year. Surely this engine of destruo- 
tion is largely the cause. 


A TURKISH DINNER, 


Silence and Expedition Are Its Chief Charac- 
teristics. 


Rousseau has said that from the food of a 
nation you can tell its characteristios; if this 
is true, no better spot for the study of ethnol- 
ogy could be found than Cavalla. Doubtless, 
if it be desired, an opportunity will occur of 
dining with many nationalities. By all means 
acceptan invitation to dine with a Turkish 
Pasha, says a writer in Cornhill for August. 
Ihad the pleasure of taking a meal with 
the Governor of Drama, who is passing 
rich for a Turk, seeing that he rules over the 
plain where the chief tobacco farms are, and 
his opportunities for amassing wealth are 
many and varied. Silence and expedition are 
the chief characteristics of a Turk meal. 
The table preparations are few, but the dishes 
are many; olives, caviare, cheese, otc., are 
dotted about, and perhaps as many as ten 
dishes are hanced round on covered brazen 
dishes, consisting of rice or Darley, meat or 
bolled fish, cakes seasoned with vegetabies. 
roast lamb, beans, a species of rissoie 
wrapped up in vine leaves, the Iinevita- 
ble pilaf and fruits, and, as wine is forbid- 
den, an intoxicating substitute is found 
in liquors and brandy. Each person has his 

lass of sherbet by bim, and his pieceof un- 
eavened bread, for the Turks love baif-baked 
dough. It will comfort the European to sce 
everyone wash his hands before his meal, for 
forks are unknown, and each is expected to 
dip nis fingers into the savory morsel as it fs 
handed to him. During the whole of the feed- 
ing process scarcely four or five words will be 
uttered, and at the most your repast will last 
twenty minutes, but then afterward, with the 
coffee and the hubdble-bubble conversation 
will flow freely. To the Turk eating is a seri- 
ous gastronomic exercise, which will not ad- 
mit of any conversation being entered inte 
during its progress.

Mr. Rider Haggard’s Irish shipwreck nar- 
rowly missed being a very tragic experience. 
The foliowing particulars of the catastrophe 
were related by one of the sufferers: ‘‘Mr. 


Haggard and his companions, Mr. Ross, Gen. 
Beavan Edwards, ©. B., the master of the 
Quorn hounds, his brother, the master of the 
South Devon hounds, and two servants, left 
Reykjavick on Friday for Leith and ought to 
have madethe passage in five days. How- 
ever, it came on to blow, and, as there were 
nearly 500 ponies on board, the hatches had 
to be kept open, and they had to make 
thelr way carefully. On Wednesday 
they ot to the entrance of the 
Pentiand Frith. The sea had gone down, but 
a dense fog came on. Being short of fodder 
for the ponies the skipper risked the passage. 
On 9 after breakfast, the whole 
party were on deck smoking their pipes; when 
the engine bell rangan alarm. ke instant 
after the fog lifted slightly and showed that 
right ahead,and only a few yards distant, 
were the frowning cliffs of the Island of 
Stroma. Asecond or two after this the ship 
was jammed as far as her mainwaist on a 
ledge of rock, the stern still swinging in forty 
fathoms of water. As the tide went down she 
broke her back. Four days out of five the sea 
runs high an this coast. ortunately it was a 
dead caim, so the passengers, with their crew 
and kit, were got ashore in boats. They 
found comfortable quarters in the inn at John 
o Groat’s, and drove into Wiek.

Trial by Jury Abolished in Austria. 


From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

A very severe measure was promuigated at 
Vienna yesterday, and there is much question 
as to the motives which bave inspired it. Trial 
by jury in the case of crimes or offenses com- 


mitted by Socialists or Anarchists, has been 
suspended by winisterial decree for the dura- 
tion of one year in fifteen districts in Austria. 


Bohemia, Moravia, Styria and Car- 
inthia, ineluding all the large cities. 
The approval of Parliament will of 
course have to be obtained. One 


of the offenses under this act is the possession 
of explosive materials. In order to fully ap- 
preciate the significance of this matter, says 
the Standard correspondent, it must be re- 
membered that the decree will give the Gov- 
ernment power in the districts named, with- 
out judicial order or warrant,to arrest and 
imprison or expel, not only suspected per- 
sons, but all who shelter them; to forbid the 
manufacture, sale or possession of arms and 
ammunition; to prohibit not only public 
meetings, but also the assembling of crowds, 
and to make most stringent regulations con- 
one passports and arrivals and departures 
of foreigners. The police will be at liberty to 
make domiciliary visite, and also to search 
newspaper offices and take summary pro- 
ceedings against publishers and editors.

I know of no section of the country in which 
the capitalists have the laborers so cémpletely 
in their power as they have in Connecticut, 
while Massachusetts and New Hampsbire are 
not much behind. It isan open secret that a 
manufacturers’. alliance, including nearly 
every factory in the State, has existed for 


the last six or seven years, and that its object 
is exclusively and solely to make war on the 
labor organizations and prevent strikes. It 
has a regular board of officers and employs a 
secretary and half a dozen clerks. The name 
and ashort description of all the men em- 
ployed by the different factories is kept, and 
every month an alphabetically — liat is 
sent to all the members of the alliance of 
those whem it 4s considered inadvisable to 
employ. It is probably the most thorough 
— complete biacklist in existence, and the 
manner in which it is managed bas made the 
employers complete masters of the situation. 
THE BLACKLIST. 

„Whenever a man isidischarged his name and 
description is sent to all the members, none 
ot whom are allowed to give bim work of any 
kind. If aman talkea littie recklessly about 
the wages he receives as compared to 
the profits of the he le sure 
to soon find himself out of a job, but never for 
the alleged reason that he has criticised the 
action of the firm in paying its hands. Some 
complaint or other is made athe man's 
head taken off, after which it hepeless for 
him to try to do anything in the State, as no 
one wili give him work. Often men change 
their uames and thus receive employment, 
but are able to hold their 

bat — short time, PT) 
ce has at least a dozen 
men in its ony whose business it is to fa- 
miliarize themselves with the faces of the dif- 
ferent artisans and go about from one factory 
to another to find out it all are living up to 
their agreement. If a discharged hand is 
found to be at work, the Secretary is notified 
and he sends a letter to the manufacturer re- 
questing his discharge. This always follows 
withir a month or so, under some trumped up 
charge, and there is nothing for the unfortun- 
ate work man to do but leave the State.
